Calciu m carbide is a new and 
apparently efficient treatm ent to 
banish moles from the su bu rban 
lawn and favorite flower bed. Cal­ 
ciu m carbide is commonly u sed to 
produ ce gas for welding and for­ 
merly was widely employ ed to gen­ 
erate illu m inating gas in the head­ 
lamps of au tomobiles. 
Calciu m carbide, which has the 
ability to 
give off tremendou s 
qu antities of highly inflamable gas. 
is m anu factu red by fu sing carbon 
and lime at tremendou s tem pera­ 
tu res. 
The resu ltant produ ct re­ 
sembles lava and is harder than 
the average stone. 
When it is in­ 
trodu ced in w ater it attains „ 
considerable tem peratu re and, as 
it dissolves, produ ces qu antities of 
gas. 
The average gardener has fou nd 
it highly efficient in eradicating 
moles. 
Best procedu re is to rake 
away the telltale “mole hill” and 
expose the ru nway beneath. Care 
the mu st 
taken to clear the tu nnel 
completely of sifting soil. 
Place a single lu mp on the floor 
of the tu nnel and cover it with 
loose earth. Then pou r w ater over 
the spot in small qu antities. 
The 
carbonaceou s su bstance will start 
to seethe the instant the w ater 
strikes it, and the gas will filter 
throu gh the intricate sy stem of 
ru nway s at a rapid rate. 
Usu ally a single treatm ent of 
the sort is su fficient to drive the 
moles away . 
It is presu med that 
direct contact with the gas kills 
them.

A case in 
poin t is th e curren t San Fran cisco h otel strike 
Th e h otel employ es n ev er were asked wh eth er 
th ey u'an ted to strike. Man y of th em h ad join ed 
an d paid th eir dues to as man y as th ree sepa­ 
rate un ion s in an effort to keep th eir jobs, av oid 
friction , but th e h otel strike was called, re­ 
gardless. 
Hun dreds of th e h otel workers disregarded th e 
strike call an d elected to stay on th e job wh ich 
was q uite a bad jolt to th eir leaders. An d a un ion 
boss wh o can ’t con trol th e members of 
h is 
un ion on strictly labor matters isn ’t likely to be 
taken too seriously wh en h e agrees to "deliv er” 
th em to a certain can didate on election day . 
Unless someth in g is don e to clear th e atmos­ 
phere, 1942 promises to be a y ear w'h ich will try 
th e souls of both politician s an d labor leaders. 
For organ ized labor, in stead of bein g organ ized, 
is split sev en way s from th e middle—an d can di­ 
dates for public office don ’t like th at kin d of a 
split.

civil liberties. 
Wherever decent men a re losing 
their right to work, or to spea k, 
or to 
write, or to 
a ssemble 
wherever J ews or Christia ns or 
other religious groups—or minor 
*ity groups 
of a ny 
kind—a re 
being persecuted; wherever tea ch 
ers a re told wha t to tea ch a nd 
wha t not to tea ch, or prea chers 
a re being told wha t to prea ch 
an d wha t not to prea ch—there 
is the spirit of Hitler. 
Second, Are these sons of mine 
going to be a sked to fight the 
rea l 
Hitler a nd the forces he 
represents, or a re they going to 
fight Germa n boys whose pa rents 
love 
them a s much 
os I love 
mine? 
Out in no-ma n’s-la nd will my 
sons come fa ce to fa ce with Hit­ 
ler, or with such Germa n boys 
a s I ha ve ha d in my cla ssrooms 
here in America ? 
In tha t a wful 
moment .does our Government de­ 
man d tha t my boys stick their 
ba yonets into the entra ils of those 
Germa n boys? Will tha t be fight­ 
in g Hitler? 
Or, if my sons find 
themselves in the a ir service does 
our Government wa nt them to 
drop bombs on women a nd chil 
dren of Germa ny? 
Will tha t be 
figh tin g Hitler? 
In the la st wmj millions of 
young men took up a rms to fight 
the Ka iser, portra yed a s a ma d 
dog—"the bea st of Berlin.” 
The 


a dventure cost the world eight 
million lives a nd $400,000,000,000. 
But the Ka iser died pea cefully 
a t a ripe old a ge a few months 
a go. 
The young men who went 
out to fight him never found him 
—they only fought other young 
men like themselves. 
I ha ve kept on file the red, 
white a nd blue “ Public Informa ­ 
tion Bulletins” issued by our gov­ 
ernment during the la st wa r. They 
were the propa ga nda instruments 
by which the Government stirred 
the people to fight the Ka iser. 
They ma de him out to be a per­ 
sona l devil or a n a nti*Christ. With 
the substitution of Hitler for the 
Ka iser most of them sound very 
modern toda y. I wa s persua ded by 
them twenty-five yea rs a go—so 
much persua ded tha t I ma de a n 
a ddress on "America ’s Christia n 
Duty to Decla re Wa r.” I confess 
it now with sha me a nd penitence. 
I thought 
then tha t 
we were 
fighting not only to sa ve democ­ 
ra cy but to end a ll milita rism. 
But the men who ma de the 
pea ce were 
not the men who 
wrote the idea listic propa ga nda 
for wa r. 
Instea d, they were the 
sa me economic a nd socia l rea ction­ 
a ries whose policies ha d brought 
on the wa r. 
After the tota l de­ 
fea t of the Ka iser these men went 
on to defea t Woodrow Wilson 
a nd the Lea gue of Na tions, 
wa nt now tha t our Government 
sha ll give fa r more a ssura nce tha n 
it ha s tha t these boys will fight 
Hitlerism a nd not be ca lled upon 
to defend some foreign empire 
rule 
Third, Wha t will our Govern 
ment do to prevent Hitlerism 
from 
winning 
victories 
o v e 
democra cy in this country? 
We a re a lrea dy building up 
milita ry ma chine second to none 
in the world. 
Milita ry ma chines 
ha ve a wa y of 
domina ting a ll 
other a rms of the Government. 
They ea t up ta x money so tha t 
there is less a nd less left ea ch 
yea r for the a ged, unemployment 
relief, the development of a gri 
culture, a nd a ll the other works 
of pea ceful conserva tion. 
They scorn the wa ys of democ­ 
ra cy. 
They dema nd a kind of 
unquestioning subservience never 
a ttempted by a ny civil a uthority, 
legisla tive, judicia l, or ex ecutive. 
The 
dicta torships of 
Germa ny, 
Ita ly, Russia , a nd J a pa n a ll be­ 
ga n a s milita ry ma chines orga n­ 
ized for the "defense” of their 
countries. 
Will 
our 
milita ry 
chiefs be telling our Government 
a nd a ll of us wha t to do a nd not 


to do, m a few short yea rs? 
This question is not a ca demic 
or hypothetica l. 
A few weeks 
a go a young minister—a former 
student—ca me into my office. He 
wa s ha ving some difficulty. Some 
months ea rlier a representa tive 
of the Federa l Burea u of Investi­ 
ga tion ha d visited his town a nd 
a ddressed the loca l post of the 
America n Legion. 
He a sked the 
Legion to a ppoint a committee to 
investiga te "subversive a ctivities” 
in the county. 
The Legion com­ 
plied. A little la ter a ma n wa ited 
upon the young pa stor who ha d 
been prea ching a series of sermons 
on "The Brotherhood of Ma n 
He wa s told tha t'these were con 
sidered a "pro-Na2i” project a nd 
tha t there must be no more of 
them. 
The young pa stor replied 
"You ha ve a perfect right to tell 
me wha t you like a nd wha t you 
do not like a bout my sermons 
but you ha ve no right to tell me 
wha t I ca nnot prea ch.” The hea t 
is on 
him now 
a nd he 
ma y 
soon be driven from his pulpit 
The spirit of Hitler is in tha t hea t 
It is in countless simila r insta nces 
where pa ssions ha ve smothered 
rea son.

We who love democra tic Am­ 
erica wa nt this process stopped 
before it goes further. 
The fa ct 
tha t Hitler ha s built up a power­ 
ful milita ry a nd socia l ma chine 
by this method is no rea son why 
we should follow his ex a mple, 
We protest a ga inst being sta n- 
da rized by our enemies. 
We do 
not wa nt to lose democra cy a t 
home while our sons a re defend­ 
ing it "two thousa nd miles from 
our shores.” The mea ns we ta ke 
to fight Hitler—a t home or a broa d 
will determine our end. Adopt 
his mea ns a nd we sha ll end up by 
being like him. 
We don’t wa nt 
tha t. 
Defend America ? Unto the ut­ 
termost! But let our Government 
remember tha t America is more 
tha n a pla ce a nd a people. 
It is 
a bundle of va lues a nd convictions 
a bout God, a nd huma n brother 
hood—a bout life, liberty a nd the 
pursuit of ha ppiness. 
Fight Hit

Unto the end! But let our 
Government remember tha t Hitler 
is more tha n a milita ry dicta tor. 
He is the living symbol of a ll 
tyra nny—milita ry, politica l, econ­ 
omic, a nd mora l.
